commission has broad powers. It has 
been asked by the legislature simply 
to make more room for state office. 
It can enlarge the old state house if 
It wants to. Or It can build annexes 
to it. 
But practically all the mem­ 
bers of the commission have agreed 
that neither of the plans mentioned 
j is feasible and the prospect of a new 
structure is virtually assured. 
( 
The big consideration in the new 
building will be space. Ohio has been 
‘growing with such stupendous strides 
that she has crowded herself out of 
her presnet capitol regardless of the 
i fact that that structure was deemed 
a half century ago by the most train­ 
ed of experts as big enough for the 
growth of any state for at least one 
( thousand years. To get as much ad­ 
ditional space as possible foi an ex- 
, penditure of from one half to one mil­ 
lion dollars is the problem for t ht* 
commission. 
Naturally It wants help and advice. 
People who have ideas on the ques­ 
tion are therfore Invited to send them 
In. They may prove valuable. Should 
tho new structure be a skyscraper 
I such as now tills the skyline of all 
j the big cities, or should it be some 
lower aud 
perhaps 
more 
graceful 
structure? Or should 
it 
be 
a com- 
| promise of some kind 
between the 
¡two extremes? The commission has 
got to answer the quesUons soon and 
although it will employ trained ar­ 
chitects, it will be glad at any time 
to get the suggestions of more hum­ 
ble citizens. 
Meantime state departments 
are 
scattered over Columbus in a sort of 
haphazard way in rented 
buildings 
for the simple reason that the state's 
business is growing so fast that no 
adequate housing system could be de­ 
vised when the old capitol was be­ 
ing outgrown. 
So now such impor­ 
tant departments as the state indus­ 
trial commission 
which 
supervises 
the awarding of workmen's compen­ 
sation; the state tax commission with 
all of its duties; the state board of 
administration which manages all of 
the state's institutions; the state util­ 
ities commission with 
its numerous 
ramifications; the state civil service 
commission; the fire marshal's office; 
the state insurance department and 
many other branches of the state gov­ 
ernm ent are in buildings outside the 
state house proper.
